place 
am azingly enough is aspirin in hot 
water, 3rd is buffered aspirin and 
4th is plain aspirin. This is what the 
Eggheads say 
but personally 
I 
can't tell a lick of difference in any 
of the aspirin.

Violence Planned 


Why all this commotion? 
B o ston ian s 
had 
alre a d y 
denounced the Stam p Act. 


N ew spaper w riters w ere 
f u m i n g 
a g a i n s t 
p arlia m en ta ry 
tax a tio n , 
citizens in town m eetings 
w ere 
adoptin g 
an gry 
reso lu tio n s, 
and 
P atrio t 
politicians were condemning 
the m easure in the assem ­ 
bly. But the Sons of Liberty 
felt that this was not enough. 
The Boston mob had to be 
turned 
loose 
to 
terrorize 
officials. 
A lively demon 
stration 
w as 
needed 
to 
defeat the Stam p Act. 
It w as not hard to arouse 
townspeople against Andrew 
Oliver, who had long been an 
enemy of the popular fac­ 
tion. 
As 
se c re ta ry 
of 
M assachusetts since 
1756, 
Oliver had regularly sup­ 
ported the prerogative party 
headed by his brother-in- 
law. 
Lieutenant 
Governor 
Thom as 
Hutchinson. 
This 
family political junto, which 
held 
m any of 
the 
b est 
political jobs in the colony, 
w as despised by the Sons of 
Liberty. Patriot new spapers 
seethed with hatred of the 
Hutchinson-Oliver 
faction. 
Hutchinson Next 
Not long after the Oliver 
riot, it w as Hutchinson’s turn 
to be visited by the Boston 
mob. Although they had no 
proof, the Patriots accused 
H utchinson 
of 
reco m ­ 
mending the Stam p Act. And 
this w as 
a 
good enough 
excuse to torment an old 
adversary. 
In the evening of Aug. 26, a 
crowd gathered around a 
bonfire on King St. Som e of 
the men proceeded to 
the 
hom e of W illiam 
Story , 
deputy 
re g iste r 
of 
the 
Adm iralty Court, who had 
written letters critical 
of 


Boston m erchants. Breaking 
into S to ry 's house, they 
burned m any of his papers, 
broke up furniture, and did 
other dam age. 
Another part of the mob 
went to the handsome house 
of Benjam in Hallowell, the 
comptroller of custom s, and 
wrecked his place. Warming 
up to their work after em p­ 
tying H allow ell^ wine cellar 
- 
they 
w ere 
ready 
for 
Thomas Hutchinson. 


Home Gutted 
The whole mob m arched to 
the north end of town and 
gutted Hutchinson’s home. 
Demolishing everything in 
sight, the men pulled off 
wainscoting, knocked down 
partitions, scattered papers, 
m ade off with silver, and 
stole 
about 
900 
B ritish 
Pounds in cash. They even 
cut down trees in the garden 
and pulled slate off the roof 
before they were through. 
F ortu n ately 
for 
the 
lieutenant governor, he and 
his fam ily had left in time to 
escape personal harm The 
riot evidently went beyond 
what 
the 
lead ers 
had 
planned ; Hutchinson him self 
estim ated the dam age at 
2500 British Pounds. 
Many 
people in 
Boston 
w ere ala rm e d 
by th ese 
events. The fury of the mob 
had been such that none 
among the many spectators - 
even som e of the m ilitia 
officers - had dared to op­ 
pose it. A town meeting w as 
held in Faneuil Hall the next 
day. and the town firmly 
expressed its abhorrence of 
this 
v an d alism 
and 
unanimously (called on the 
selectmen to prevent further 
disorders. 


H u t c h i n s o n 
r a t h e r 
disgustedly wrote, “ It could 
not be doubted” that many 
who had participated in the 
riot “ were present at this 
unanimous vote ” ) 


Council Called 


Governor Fran cis Bernard 
called a 
m eeting 
of the 
colony's 
coun cil, 
which 
advised that a reward be 
offered 
for 
in form ation 
about those responsible for 
this outrange. But this was a 
farce. It was well known that 
Ebenezer McIntosh had been 
a 
leader of the mob at 
H utchinson's 
house that 
night. 
Although he w as arrested. 
he was soon let go because of 
rumors that 
the 
custom ­ 
house would be attacked, if 
McIntosh were not released. 
The lieutenant 
governor 
sadly commented, “ To this 
feeble state were the powers 
of governor reduced.' 
No one w as ever punished 


for these riots in Boston. And 
Hutchinson and the others 
could get no compensation 
for the dam ages to their 
property. Although the in­ 
stigators of these disorders 
did hold the mob in check 
thereafter, 
they 
m ade 
it 
clear that it would be turned 
loose again if necessary. 


As the time for the Stam p 
Act to go into effect ap­ 
proached, 
government 
of­ 
fic ia ls in M a ssach u se tts 
were in a quandary. 


Andrew 
O liver. 
the 
unhappy stam p distributor, 
had to suffer another in­ 
dignity. On Dec. 17, 1765, 
during a severe rain storm. 
he w as escorted by Ebenezer 
M cIntosh to the L ib erty 
Tree, where a crowd of 2,000 
people stood in the downpour 
while Oliver resigned his 
commission. 
Finally 
business as usual without 
stam ps was resum ed

DEAR POLLY — I find that furniture polish sold in bottles goes 
further than that in aerosol cans I also have read questions con­ 
cerning the adverse effects of propellants. I use a soft cioth to 
apply the polish Since furniture does not require polish each time 
one dusts I have a way to make my polish go a long distance 
After dusting I shake the cloth into my outdoor trash receptacle 
and then store the cloth in a wide-mouthed glass jar in a closet. 
The polish permeates the cloth and is good for a number of 
S tin g s Placing the cloth in a sealed container avoids an odor in 
the closet and, more importantly, the possibility of spontaneous 
combustion. I do not have to use water, detergent and electricity 
to wash the cloth. I simply toss it out when I feel its usefulness 
has ended and then I start with another rag I keep one in a con­ 
tainer upstairs and another downstairs — JEAN F 
DEAR POLLY - When you have emptied a plastic bottle of 
dishwashing detergent fill it with water and put it in the car. 
There is enough detergent left to make soapy water that is very 
handy for washing dirty hands when out on the road 
Also, outdated credit cards make fine identification plates for 
luggage, notebooks or key chains Cut out only your name and ad­ 
dress and attach to the label with a good coating of household ce­ 
ment or punch a hole in it for a chain to go through.

DEAR MRS. L.W. — Yours is indeed a good idea for using old 
credit cards except for the part about using on a key chain. I, too, 
had my name and address on my key chain until my car was 
stolen and a detective told me that was not a smart thing to do.
